The Lyceum last evening at the First Parish 


Church was a thronged audience, and listened

The U. S. ship Piiiiceton aud th* Great 


Westein. 


The United States Ship Princeton, fitted with 


the submerged propellers, a few days since test- 
ed her speed with that of the Great Western,out 
of New York harbor and bay. The Great West- 
ern started at the signal gun, with all her lower 
sails set—the Princeton had none, and was a. 
qimter of a mile ask-in when both were under 


full way. The contest at this point was very ex- ' 
citing to the thousand* of spectators wlio throng- j 
ed the Battery and Castle Garden.

Immediately,howev- , 
er, the latter passed the Great Western, and in 
doing so-shook out her foie-top sail. 


It was no longer a race alter this. The Piince- t 


ton moved ahead at once, and in a few minutes j 
more set hei main-top sail and jib. 
The Great 1 


Western also added her fore-top sail to tier can- - 
vass ; but she was rapidly left astern, and the I 
frigate turned the point, making out from the 
Long Island shore at least ten minutes, as near 
us we could judge, before her rival. At twenty 
in mutes past three the Princeton disappeared 
from the view. 
We believe the Great Western 


was not punctual to her hour, but was consider- 
ab'y behind her time. We observed that she was 
blowing off steam all the way down to the Nai- 
iows,while the Princeton made little perceptible 
smoke. 


A great problem seems now to< be solved by 


Capt. Stockton, and, indeed, the stern view of 
the vessels was a perfect demonstration of the 
superiority ot his plan. 
The one presented two 


great obstacles to the wind and waves, as she 
moved along apparently at the mercy of a heavy 
sea ; the other had smooth sides.a clean run,and 
seemed to be independent of the action of the 
waves, 
She wa? as snu<j and sate as a picket, 


while she bad still the immense propelling pow- 
er ot a steamer. 


We consider the Princeton a perfectly suc- 


cessful experiment. 
Some builders object to 


her leanness aft, but be that as it may, her speed 
and elegant appearance are ihe best reply to such 
an objection." 


The Princeton carries the largest gun afloat, 


and many experienced sailors are of opinion that 
she would be a match for a 74. 
Her swillness, 


ease of motion, and weight of metal, would, we 
think, give her a decided advantage, even in an 
action with a three decker. 
—She will probably soon be put in commission 
and sent on a cruise. This experimentse'ems to 
prove that cumbersome wheel-houses, and lofty 
smoke pipes will soon be regarded as unnecessa- 
ry in ocean steamers.

To make ourselves, to 
make the American nation independence,must 
furnish our own necessaries, our own comforts 
our own luxuries, principally. And why can we 
not, why should we not do it? 
Why should we 


go to France and England for cloths and silks, 
when at our domestic hearths we can make arti- 
cles of the same material of such substantial 
beauty as these? (pointing to several before him.) 
It is individual and national prodigality to do so. 
Let us foster and uphold our own industry, and 
it will enrich individuals and the nation; but 
neglect that, and prefer the labor ot foreigners, 
and both individually and nationally we become 
poor.
